There is @ general affirmation that severe! papers were found 
abeut the prisoners, which weald “ of course,” when made pub- 
lic, threw light pen this extraordinary and enleoked-for seeur- 
renee ; but the value of seach light may be somewhat onecertaia, 
if, a8 we Gnd it mentioned ia one of the Irish jJowrnals, the con- 
apirators did without the assistance of peo or ink —very asefal 
helpe to that species of intelligence which is commenly derived 
from paper. 

Oa the face of the thing. wo can yet pronennce nothing a8 te 
the natdre, the objests, or the magnitude of this plot ; sor—if it 
may be spoken without offence —is the reality of the plot placed 
by aay means above reasonable suspicion. Armagh bas been for 
maay yeers the repeated seat of Orange plane sad combinations; 
aod, es-the centre of thelr power, it seems not « perfectly well- 
cheese sorne for the cenduct of courpirecies likely te provoke 
their resentment. The Coleone! Blacker whe busied himself in 
the captere of these presumptive ireitors, is described to be an 
inveterate Orangemen, and “ high in office,” as the phrase coes, 
ameng that body of men, He is likewise said to be the only 
megistrate who bad any leformation with regard to the conspira- 
ey.

of Temple-bar! Itis very anforianate for the Treasury of the 
Academy that this laformation was delayed il the late Exhibition 
bad closed. We fear, however, that the patrons of cant and squeam- 
ishness bave little reason to congratulate themectves on the se- 
carity with which this son of Jupier is shat up daring nine months 
of the year, while so many other figures are constantly expo sed 
in all parts of the town, Do they forget thata fow yards from 
Hercules, ia the open court of Somerset House, and beside the 
public gangway, called the Strand, there is at the foot of a Sis- 
tee of our late gracious Sovercign, a brawny naked hamen figure, 
intended to personify the River -Themes? Yet no one has ever 
imagined that this cold piece of sealpture was subversive of pab- 
lic morals, or, if that were possible, that George IIE. would have 
auffored it to couch at his Royal feet. On the contrary, experi- 
ence has proved the Themes te be, in this situation, extremely 
innocent and chaste, whatever it may be in my any other plece 
from Grecawieh to Richmond, particalariy on “Sabbath even- 
ings.” Now we beg of the friends of decency and delicacy to 
mention a aingle cireematance of difference hearing spon thie 
argamest, between the Sintaue ef Somerset House and that in 
Hyde Park —the. one it wacovered, and 50 is ibe other —the one Is 
on the side of the greatest thoroughfare in London, where people 
mast nevessarily pass it, and the other near an hebdomedal 
lounge, where ne ene goes but frem the choice, The same ob- 
servations apply to the Gladiator at the rear of Apsley Howse, 
lately mentioned by # Correspondent.

The 
Greeks derived painting end sculptere from. the fenbest eed 
chastest sympathios of our natare, bcoaese they saw the evitive- 
tien of those Arts’ prodactive of sech consequcnees; ebile we 
ascribe the most debasing effects to the same soures,.ia order 
that we may extinguish it. It woeld, perhaps, be difiealt to il- 
lestrate this opinion more appropriately than by a reference to 
the enchanting fiction in whieh the Grocks so poetiosily embodi- 
ed their iden, and their ed@iration of Arte ia question. We 
shall therefore conclede with a brief sketch of the story which 
they have transmitted to oe, in the bope shat it well afford some 
relief te the tedium of our general subject, It is as follows :—.

Mr. LUSHINGTON denied that the Bill had beea impreperiy has. 
tened, and said, that at the desire of the Member for Bristol (Me. 
Bright), the third reading hed been saspended for a week, as be wished 
fe bave an opportanity te lock jate ite provisions, and yet he allowed 
the Bill to be reed « third time, and te pees ia sileare. He observed, 
that it was not the general prartice to print Bills ef this kiod before the 
second reading, es a matier ef coarse, theagh it was competent to the 
Hesse to make an order te that effret... As to the eperation ef the Bill, 
it weat te prevent harassing snite, and the Henoarabie Member for Bris- 
tol weeld find, thet if it were repealed, hie constituents weald be te a 
worse condition than before.

TRISH INSURRECTION BILL. 


Mr. GOULBURN rose to move for leave to bring in & Bill for con- 
tiewieg the Irish Loserrection Act. On sceoaat of the lateness of the 


night he wenld net enter anon the discussion, and therefore he trusted ° 


that the Heaee weold not think him wanting in respwet, if he expressed 
a hope that Members world delaw till o future stage ef the measare any 
obeervations thes hed te make on it. With thie anderstanding, he wonld 
coactuds by moving for leave to bring in a Bill for centinging the Irish 
Iaserrection Act for a limited time, to be afterwards determined. 


Bir R. WILSON hoped that, as the measare was one of very great 
importance, the Right Honourable Geotioman # onvid fix a dey fer the dis- 
cossion of it. 

Lerd FOLKESTONE would, notwithstanding the Right Honearabie 
Gentleman's get bavier bronght on the discassion, detain the House for 
so few mieates. He had come ap to town for (he eupress parpese of 
stating bie opinios cw thie measare; and ashe woald not haves faiure 
oppertanity of deiag ce, he hoped the Hearse would indolge bim, whiie 
he expressed, as briefly ashe coald, his ebjection to the measure, The 
Heuse woald bear in mind, that eben at the very opening uf the Session 
thie measere was introduced, the reason alleged fer ite iniraductien 
was, that Ireland wes ia a steie of togurvection, and noi ef lnsur- 
rection merely, bat of ectoal rebeilicn. Now he wonid take the 
liberty of stating that the saspension of the Habeas Corpus bad 
net been carried into effect in « single instance, The iniermation 
wpen which the Act bad at first been passed, had been meagre; end 
the Neble Lerd opposite hed pledged bimeeif that the whole state of 
Jreland woeeld be gowe ite, Many Members of the Honse had, oo dounks 
voted (or the measere eren the faith of this pledge, which after all had 
net been redeemed. The Neble Lerd and others bad said that Ireland 
was ins state of abeelate reb<liien. This had, however, been denied by 
tee Honorable and Learned Atiornev-Generol for Ireiand (Mir. Piankett) 
whe had des tibed the @hele disterbance ip Ireland as being coutemptibie. 
The Heure hed thas been tadured te pass the Bill ander false preiences. 
Tne Nebie Lord thea reterred te the panersen the Tabie of the House, and 
perticwlariy to (he dipatekes of the Lord Lieatenant of Iretand, of the 
let ead Slet of Mey, we der te chow that the estate of Ivrelend had ia- 
steed of emomroving, become ebeotately Worse sader the operation of the 
meseere.

It was true that Marquess Wellesley 
was Bew at Geverner of Ireland; bet it was equally tree that 
the sytem ef Gevernment was net tew.—Lerd Liverpec! and Lerd 
Weetmortand were weil acquainted with Ireland: and even ihe 
Neble Lord (Lendenderry) knew about the mede ac. 
cording to which it wes governed. That Noble Lord hed, before Union, 
introduced @ measare with regard to Irish tithes, a subject to @hich the 
feelings of the peopie of Ireland were very much awake, A great deal 
had been said about the cause of the preseet disturbance in [reland ; bat 
that couse must sought either la ther tithes or la the Catholic qnestion, 
With regard ‘to the latter question, it was koown that one half of the 
Geverament wat for itand the other half against it, At ove time they 
hed en Aati-Catholie Lerd Lientenant and & Cathelle Chief Secretary, 
and now it appeared thal the ttate of things was just the reverse. This 
coald be ne inducement for him to agree by (he measure a —measare which 
appeared to be quite ineffectacl. He thoaght they thould introduce 
some real radical measare which woeld ameliorate the condition aad cor. 
rect the spirit ef the Irish. é' ' 


Mr. PLUNKETT begged leave to set the Noble Lord right as te 
the charge which had been braaght egeinst himeelf, He hed never 
said that the state of Treland did mot call fer the measare ia question, 
He bad enly said, that the diatarbances in Ireland were ia go way cea. 
nected with religious feeling, Whee the stete ef that eenniry bad been 
represented as something far more serious than it setualipy was, he had 
called it contemptible, and that werd, though be had used it ia the 
warmth ofdebate, he had thought not inapplicable, 


Coleart BAG WELL referred to a Petition from @6 Magletates of 
Leland, whe stated that the werst censequences would ensae if the Bill 
were net continued. 


Mr. PEEL deprecated discussion io the meantime. 


Mr. ABERCROMBY aleo deprecated discussion ; and at the came 
time suggested that the question should aot be argued tili the Irieh Con- 
stable Bill had passed. 

Mr. GRATTAN recommended an early dey for the discussion, 

Mr. GOULBURN jatimated that Thereday next weald be adviseable.

be entiffed » “ Billte continve aed amend the Act in question.”

CORN IMPORTATION BILL. 


A great number of petitions from oweers and oceaplers of lend 
were presented sgsiast this bill. Lerd Easaise presented sit fem the 
reenty of Soffolh, and several from the cosnties of Nerthamberlend aod 
Oxford, 204 two from the avighoerheed of Bristol , the Bori Onmosn 
preceated two from Derbyshire ; Mar Cawoes, two from Cambridge. 
shire ; the Bari of Desmsenu, three (rem Warwickshire ; Bort Vevewit- 
Liam, some from the ¢owety of York ; the Marqvis of Reve, one fom 
Bomersetsbire ; Lord Dacas, ove from the A ot Hertford 5 
Kari Baruvast, cee from the county of Glocesier ; and Lord Carruonse, 
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four from Warwickshire, and one from the coonty of Yerk. The last pe- * leas was to be apprehended from the competition of the foreign farmer 
tition prayed that « bousty might be granted on ihe expertatioa of corm § than was generally enppesed.

_ Earl BATHURST moved the order of the day for the hense to re- 
solve into s committee ow this bill, Te making this motion iv the absence 
of his noble friend, who was prevented from attending by indisposition, 
he could not help that it would have been moce desirable to post- 
pone any further on the measere antil his noble friead should 
be able to eppear io his place; bet as many noble lords bad come from 
the country to attend this stege, he naderatood that it would be more 
convenieot if he naw stated the nature and object of the bill, Ia doing 
this, it woald mot be mecessary for him to eccupy mech of their lordships’ 
time. He would not enter inte any disenssion on agrieulioral distress, 
Bor inquire whether it arose from a too abundant production, @ deficient 

» Or other canses. Whathe proposed to de was briefly to state 
what were the provisions of the existing act, the objections toils operali- 
on, and the watare of the change proposed by the present bill. The law, 
their lord-hips were aware, applied to ali kinds of graia; bat, for the 
sake of being more distinctly intelligible, he should speak only of wheat. 
Ae the law vow stands, ail importation ix probibited aotil the price sises 
to 80s, the quarter, and thea s perfectly unlimited impertation might take 
place. The consequence of this state of the law was, that when the 
prices rose, @ transition took place all at once from scarcity to abundance. 
‘There was thus a constant Muctastion from low.to high, and from high to 
low prices, By another provision of the law, foreign corn might be 
ware hensed, and itis corn was liable to bp brought inte the market on a 
temporary rise of price from a sudden alarm, Aiter the ports were clos- 
od, & great qnansity of this foreign corn still remained in the warehoases, 
and was all liable te be. saddeply poured inte masket, oo the ports ve- 
ing re opened. This quastity of warehonsed corn, which continually 
threatened the masket, operated like a nightmare to the constant terrer 
of the agricultural interest. Their lordships might admit that there 
was « creat inconvenience in such a state of things. Phe sudden transi. 
tive which the epesing of the perts produced changed at once all the 
relations of society. The master and the servant, the landlord aud 
the tenant, hed all their interests suddenly aad seriansly affected. 
The only way 1 obpiate this evil was. either te pat a. tesicaint on the 
quantity of grain imported, or by. a, gpadeased duty. Their lordships 
would feel that there were many objections te any regulation which 
might restrain the quantity imported. It woald be impossible to f-ame 
any efficient law ou the subject, If, therefore, it was wished to have « 
modified importation, that could only be accomplished by a seale of duties. 
What the bill now before their lordships proposed was thie— that when 
the price of wheat should rise to T0s., bat noder 84s., the importation of 
foreign corn should be allowed on a duty ef ITs. per quarter, payable for 
ein weeks, end that after the eXpiration of these six weeks, the daty 
ahauid be reduced te.1as, Ii the price rise about 60s., but ander 85. 
duty becomes Ss. per quarter; and enarise enc0eeding G50, @ daty of 
only ts, is payeble. This woald not only have the advantage.of pre. 
veating sudden importations, but as similar duties applied te warehous. 
ed corn, the regulation would prevent its being suddenly peured into the 
market, Wheat new warchonsed was, with respect to the market, ecta- 
ally imported if the prices resece as to open the ports; bat adoty being 
imposed andes the present bill, It caald nethe ceneidvred as imperted 
merely becanse it was warehonsed, and therefore waenet liable to be 
brought at ence inte the market. An abdjection had been made te the 
present measnre, that it did not afford safficient protection to the British 
farmer against the foreign grower ofcorn. This he thoaght was errone- 
ous, The.firet daty. imposed was ifs. If te that were added the freight 
and iusurance, and the usnal mereantile profit of the importer, which 
could not be estimated at less than 5 per cent. amounteng altegether to 
12s, per quarter, the whole extent of the protection would be 90s. per 
quarter, Add these 809. to 44s., the average price of wheat ie the far 
eign market, and the resait would beTTs. per qnarter, Lt appeared, 
thereiore, foreign wheat could aot come into the market at @ lees exprase 
than 77>: and by that arrangement he evasidered the Britinh grower 
completely pretecied. But it was said that this calenigtien waa wat cor, 
Fect—‘hat theagh in former times 48s. might be estimated as the price 
of foreign wheat, it might now be purchared at 30s. : bat nothing contd 
be more fallacious than this argument. The very reason why the price 
of wheat wasiow abroad, was, thatthe ports of teie country, wore sheet 
againet it. The moment they opened the demand. woaid alter. the price. 
Oa this subject it would be weil ta cousider what had been the effect a 
few months ago, when arise of, price tosk plaeeia this country. The 
mee prespect that the ports might be opened here caused a cise of prices 
on the coa'ingat to an extent far beyoud what contd have heen expecte:, 
No apprehension could be entertained of the ability of the foreign 
farmer te enitivate more then he new did. Se far were agricalturists 
on the Continent from beieg better off than our farmers, that the 
@ivtrees woe there mock greater, He was informed from geod antheri 
ty that wot only were they anpbie to pay reat, bat the land and other 
property was generally mortgaged, and the iortancee of the mortagagee 
taking possession were very irequent, He siated this te show that far 
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it was wrong to allow all the corn now warchoused to be brought inte 
masket whea the price tose to T0s. New their lordships weaid recollect, 
that the grain thes wareboused might be brought te market without any 
daty whatever when the prire was 60s. Te this the holders were euti- 
thed by the art of perliament, under the faith of which they had imported 
and werehoased the crain, But it was caid thet when the priet rese to 
the rate fixed by the bill, the boldere of the warehoused core wonld pay 
the duty and intredaced it all at once: this he thoaght was far from pro- 
beable, The holder might naturally expect « farther rise, and i¢ would 
always be a question for bie consideration whether it would be most ad- 
visable to pay the high daty and sell at TOs., or wait for the chance of 
arise to 803, when he wenid pay a lower dety; or till the prices rose 
still higher, when be might bring his grain to market without any regard 
to the doty. Doubtless there would be specalations both ways, and that

hoased corn being poared into the market aii at ence. The same princi- 
ple of graduated doties apphed te wareboused corn and to that directly 
imported ; and if heir lordships approved ef the ene part of the bill, he 
did not see how they could object to the other. Afier noticing some 
other objections te the measure, his lordship concluded with moving that 
the bill be now committed, : 

Lord ERSKINE objected to this measere, that it had the effect of 
repealing to a certain extent the present corn ect, which hadbeen 
intredaced for the express parpose of protecting the British farmer. He 
wished well to a free commercial intercoarse, but how far sack freedom 
wee practicable, depended on the political situation of the country, 
Daring the war, the ports generally remained closed ; but notwith. 
standing, there was great abundance, satisfaction generally prevailed 
among the mapofectaring classes. Prices were high, bet the agriceitu- 
ral classes had never shown any with to raise corm to am improper price, 
When peace came, the markets fell; and it was mecessary to teke some 
step te save the growersofcers, The existing act was then introduced, 
and ministers recommended the pressing it as wecessary in justice to 
the landed interest of the coantry, One ef the provisions of that ect the 
noble earl oppagite Wad called « vightmare. The sightmare, however, 
only treabled people ia their dreams ; bat the epectre a distress whiel 
now hannted the egricultariets, visited them while th-y were broad 
awake, and wever left them morning, noon, or might ; and the present 
bill was wot calcalated’te allay their terrors. T's measure 
ov the principle of free trade—a prieciple for which ministers had bet 
recently shown a predilection. [i had beee pressed epow them by some 
triends ofhie—by mea ahose information and talents he highly respected, 
There eas no map a greater friend to freedom of trade than he was, and 
ne man would more sealongly promote it, ifhe saw the country in that 
natoral state ia which it elese coold bear it. This, however, was wot 
the case. He would not go inte the question of ths origin of the war, 
Ho would suppose it to heve been vader taken from anaverdable nesessity, 
Whatever was its origio, the exertions made by which the country was 
carried throagh it were ovparaileled, and to these exertions wes ew. 
ing the state of diffienity in which the coantry wae now placed, 
Twat state, it was to be recollected, was most artificial ead :napplicabie 
to the principles of free commercial iatercoarse, The noble earl bad en- 
deaveured to bold eat consolationte the Beitich corm grower by steiing 
that fureiga agriewiturists are ia great distrees— that thew feed ie mert- 
gaged, and that the mortgagees are taking possession. Bat the nobie 
earl eppeared to forget that the merigagee would only take possession 
for the parpese of selling the predace, What difference died it meke to 
the English farmer whether the price of the fereigu corn imported went 
into the pecket of the original owaer of the laud or a mortgagee ? Tue ae- 
ble cari bad esitmated the price of foreign wheat at 46s.; but the 
fact wae, that it coald be perehaved fer Sis. er St. Hew, 
then, could a daty of ITs. be an adequate protection, nben Par. 
liameot bad already declared 605. to be the fair remenerating price? 
The state of the taxation of the country rendered a high protecting price 
necessary, aud nuless the bardeas of the country coeld be reduced, 
cheap cora wonld only prodece the reie ef tbe epritalteral interest. If 
the noble carl added the 128., at whies be estimated the charges on im- 
portation te the daty, be would fod the scale ef the present bill al ehort 
of the protection which was indi» pensable to the seeurity of agriceltare. 
The commiltee, oo the report ef which the preseat bill bad been breagit 
io, considered that 60s. ought te be the prosering price ; and it appeared 
te im that the change made by this bali could ia we wey be advantage. 
ous, Under the last bill core conld net betakee eet of the warehouses 
watil the price rose to 60.; but by the present bill, a8 sees as wheat 
rose to 70s. it might be drawe oat en paying 172. dary. This afer ded 
an epportonity of suddenly overloading end depr: seme the merke:. Mi- 
nisters had professed te intredace @ bill to satisty ihe agrieeitarists be 
secaring them egaivs( Golimied impeortaticn Lot what satisiactioe contd 
this mcqsure afford? The feeling eutertaiced of it threag how (he reen-

at sli? Relief from tanation wae ehet was requisite to enable the former 
te live with tow prices, If be covid bring bame with bum the money be 
received ia the market, he ag-t do; bar with his tithes end taxes of 
every hind to pay, that was impessibie. While foreign corm wich the 
duty sad charges might be imported at 52, how wasit possinde for the 
Britech farmer ever to come to market in a way to meet fairly his foreign 
competitor. The aeble eer! had esiculated that the speculators weald 
net bring eet their core ali et once from the warehouses: bet the 
spéenicters knew their own interest better thew to let « faveorable 
slip. These speeuiators would cat the threatef the nobie 
earl and bis friends ta gain « half per cent. mere en their sieck. 
It had beee said, that to cure the disieres prodaction shoald be 
diminiced, and that the poor soils should be taken cat ef cultivation ; 
bat if the enltivetion of that description of land was shandened, what 
would become of the totems? Who eas te remaverate them for 
the capitel they bad leid oat ? They hed benefiied the country by the money 
they bad expended iw readering barren soilt prodective, Were they 
im revere for their efforts, to be consigned te ruie? What, alee, wae to 
become of the peer, if those lands which had been rendered productive 
were te be allowed te rante waste? The fendheolder held his right to 
the sams which be derived from the revenue vader the law ; and aid not 
the landierd bold bis right to hie estate ander the same law ? The owners 
and eccupiers of land asked we favour. All that they demanded, was 
a fair remowerating price ier thrir prodnce, and that, fer peor lands, but 
on ap everage of the lend of the country. Sarely they were entitied te 
thie. Their tordships conld net failto recoliect come measures which lad 
been ietredaced relative to the poor laws. In « report of the Meuse of 
Commons on these laws, it was stated that parliament had never \etend.

of the landed interest. He was far from wishing prices to ve rateed for 
the advantage of s particular class: but he was desirons that sericalta- 
ral produce shoold bave that vaine which the geners! prosperity of the 
eountry required it to possess. The noble and learned lord was throngh- 
oat bis speech very indistinctly beard, so tat masy of his eimervations 
were lost, or imperfecily collected. He concluded by moving as an 
amendment that the bill be committed (itis day three mow is. 


Lord DACRE ochjected tothe bill eu the greand that it would be 
productive of a present mischief, ihoagh its object wee only to attain a 
prospective geod. He therefore earnestiy beped that the sobie lord 
weald saspend it at least fer the present atssion. The question new be- 
fore their lerechips was ene of esmparicen Letqwern ihe merits of the 
propesed and the @risting law ; and fer bis part he could wot see ia what 
possible way the agvicaliarist could derive present benefit from the mea. 
sure new before the honse. lis enactments either would net be calied inte 
operation beforethe neat ression, os ifthey were, they would be injurious 
to the home grower in the difeseure between 70s, and 606, He aise ob- 
jrered to the bill, beeanse it was jotredered te their lordships withent 
sufficient data apen which tolegislate. It wae impessible at present to 
koow with sufficient certsiety all the cavers ehich prodeced the present 
distressed state ef agriculture, and therefore he did think it would be 
presatere te legislate antl the hewse was beiter informed on the qoes- 
ties. Tt was possible thet some of the cusses of the present distress 
might be removed before the went cession. We might thew tee wha at 
present we could net ascerisia—the whole of ine eflerts produced by ihe 
late alterstice ia the carrenry of tne cematry.’

ation, be did thiak that there was strong greand fer their lerdshipe 
to wait for betier information before they proceeded te decide upon this 
most important sabject ; aod he was (he more auzions to eek this, because 
he was satisfied thet (here was not en agricaltariet lathe ceantry, whe 
Wee not ready te petition against thie kiad ef relief which it was sow 
prepered to give them. 

* The Karl of HARROWDY eaid, the question was, whether or aot 
they sheald proceed with the measure before them, If, as wae said by 
the epponents of the bill, their lordships were to wait to have fall and per- 
feet information a to all the canses of distress, they]might wait tee long; 
and in the interim the evil, agelost the danger of which the bill went te 
provide, might arrive witheat a possibility of controlling it. Aste the 
remark respectiag the poor laws, he would enly say, that if their lord. 
ships were to wait until aliclasses should equaily contribute te support 
their preseare, they might weit for a ceatary, for it eoald net be expect- 
ed that a change of that nature should he the werk of a few years. It 
was said that the Engish agrienltarist sheuld bave the entire monopoly 
of thehome market, but be had had itter three yeare anda baif, aed 
yet prices were still depressed, The cause of those low prices was die- 
pated ; bet he maintained that the great cance of them was te be fonnd 
im the vest quantities ef foreiga core which had poured inte the market 
jo the ead of 1618 and the beginning of 1619, aad the succession of 
three abundant harvests, They had before those harvests the we ight 
of the fereige prodece pressing upon them, aad it had eperated to keep 
them dewa ever since, Now, vader such eirenmatances, he did think 
thatie weoald be ranning avery serious and dangerous rick, if by any 
catse the price of corn should he raised to the maximam of the preseut law, 
it should be exposed to be suddenly reduced by an nalimited impertation 
of fereign core. Aste the import price preposed in the present bill be 
did think that, lathe alteretionio the currency Tée, wonld afford as 
goed & preteviion tothe British grower os 600. tad in 1615. Astothe 
effectof taxation on the price, he cold not conewr iw viewing it as @ 
caves of depresesen; for in seme parts of Switeeriand, where taxation 
was scarcely felt, « depression of agricultural produce was complained of 
toes extent as grest avin thie country, In conciusion the noble jord 
olmerved, tivat thinking the proposed bill an improvement ou ihe existing 
baw, he should sappert it. 


The Bari of CARNARVON said he admitiod that the British agri- 
enltaries could.net meet the fareign grower ia the home market without 
some protecting duty ; bat when their lerdships were about ie legisiste 
for the future, and te establich parmenent duiiesfor the importation 
efcors, thep-ebenld cousider whet onghi to be the misimam of protecti. 
ow, If itwerefined at grate which would constantly keep corn bigh, 
ene result would be, that trade would be destroyed, capital driven one 
ef (he country, and, ie the end, the interest of the egricultariet them. 
seives completely ruined, Tasch « mode of legisiaion se ibe present, 
it wae netessary thet their lordebips chonid have the fullest dete to ge 
open —at least they showid be al) eiibin (heir reach—tut had enets infers 
—metion been before their lordships? Were they in possession of all 
the effects predwvedvy the recent siteration inthe valine of the eare 
reacy? Now, witheat entering into that question, he would assert, that 
the greeter part of the present distresces grove from the altered valoe 
ofthe currency, This was et least the opinion of many; bat it waee 
subject npen whirh the fullest sinformation should be obtained, before 
therr bordsinge begisiated wpon theiasperient question Lefere them, As 
te the sew tmpeort price of f6s. end 609., be wonld ach, did any noble 
lord expeetibat sack prices conid eoetinuc in tide country) Lt was 
impeesibte that they eonid be borne. Vor tee centaries velore the 
restriction of cash payment, ihe average price of corp did not ev43cced 
60s, These prices rose toa great heighidering the resiriction ; but 
now that the carrency was restored, it would be sheurd te sappese that 
the same high prices, if they-et ali ceeurred, couki be eontinwed for any 
time. Ia conelesian, the noble earl obrerved, that it weald be uawise 
te come te a decision, whieh, ander an alteration of .cirenmetences (be- 
fese whick it woald be inoperative), mest be revieed and aitered, 


Lord RE DESDALA ecaid be did net think the present time « proper 
one for beewiaime permanentiy co tite eubject. It was not snffbeiomly 
wrll known to ibeer lordebipe ie olf ite deteils to have any permanent: 
measure passed repeciing it. Wesides, the Hill, as fer as it wen!, could 
he conceived, be inoperative as a measure of relief: it was only one of 
precaviion egainti a sappesed contingent ev)!, and wonld, he comended, 
be caicelsted sather-te injare thee serve the home grower, The were 
hoasing Ofc: cign corn would pive rise to 8 epecies of gambling spernia- 
tion which mast be injarions to the Brith grewer, The way to view the 
distress of the egrienitnuris:n was net to icok ot the somber of peands, 
shilliags, and pence which he might receive for his core, bat the queniity 
of that corm which he was obliged to bring into the ma: bet te obtain other 
astisios, One handed years age « backel of core would purchase os 
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much of ether articles os it would require three bushels to prodace at pre- 
sent. Here it was where the farmer suffered— that prodece of his land 
would pet bring the seme valoc lo barter. It was the seme with res- 
poet to the operation of taxes. Whee wheat was ten shillings « bashel, 
it paid ten shillings taxes; but now twe bushels of wheat were required 
te pay the seme taxes, (heer, heer.) Prices were never kaown lower 
than at present. But it was said that great distress from low prices ex- 
isted on the continent ; that might be true, but these prices were artif- 
cial, aod would become more settled in a short time; then, he would 
ask, were their lordships te legislate now for the prices at which other 
eonntries might sell their corn at some fatare period, when it was known 
that distress now made them sell cheaper than they coeld afford? Sock 
a system of legislatare would be impelitie and injerious. He alse objected 
to the bill on principle, because it established no settled system with res- 
pect te the pricesat which importation should take place. These depend- 
ed on the average returns, which might be ected apon improperly. It 
was known that the commercial body were active and united, bat the 
agriculturalists were not eo: by the present bill, that kied of jobbing 
would he created in which we should see them like the Bails and Bears, 
and each in Change-aliey endeavouring to overreach the other. The 
noble and learned jord then proceeded te contend, that their lordships 
ought to wait for further information before they proceeded to pase the 
measure. They should wait te see how prices might be affected at Mi- 
chaeimas, when they were generally lowest, and at Lady-day when they 
were highest, before they weet farther, He could noteee what use there 
was in passing the measare as to its present effect on the fermers; for 
unless corn rose to 80s, (a circumstance by no means probable), it could 
not be operative before next session, exeeptin the case of the warehous- 
edcorn, As to that, he looked apon it te be ac injury te the consiry, as 
locking ap Britieh capital, which would otherwise be prodactive. Tak- 
ing all the circumstances inte considerstion, he theught the bill enne- 
eessary at preseat, and would therefore oppose it, 


Lerd ELLENBOROUGH said, his reason fer eupporting the bill 
wat, not beranse it wasa permanent measare, which he did believe it 
to be, but becanse it wentte provide against an evil which might be at- 
tendant upon a sndden return of high prices. He admitted that the 
bill weld give ne reliefte the farmer, bat it would prevent the daager 
which might arise from the operation of the present law. He would 
ark any of these who prayed against this bill, whether, if corn suddenly 
rose to 808,, they would prefer being antler itor onder the law as it 
stood at present? He was satisfied they would prefer the operation of 
the measure before the house. He hoped, therefore, it would be allow 
ed to pass, not a8 a permanent measure, bat te afford time for conside- 
ration, aod in the interim gnaid against a possible danger, 


The Far! of DARNLEY said, he had always deprecated inquiries 
inte this subject, becanse he was satified they would not be attended 
with any beneficial effect to the agricaltarist. The present bill was a 
proof of thie, Their lordebips had not ingaired, because they thought it 
could lead to no satisfactory result, but the House of Commons thought 
differently. They had devoted a very large portion of their time to the 
consideration ef the sebject, and what was the result ?—e measure from 
which no relief could be expected, The distressed sitwation of the far. 
mer had been traly described by the noble and learned lerd (Redesdale), 
and the pressore of the (axes pon him well exemplified; fer he bad, in 
fact, te give twice the emonnt of prodoce now ter his tax than he did 
eome few vears back. Ut had been truly said, that it would be impessi. 
ble to continue corn at the hich prices of 80s. or 70s.: and if any mea. 
pares were passed by which it conld be raised to that price, there was ne 
minister who, if parliament eas not sitting, and a danger existed of that 
high price being centinucd, would not on bis own responsibility advise 
that the law should be dispensed with. One reason why he wished that 
the bill shonld not pase was, that these fer whese benefit it was intre- 
duced were now to a man against it. Surely, onder each circomstances, 
it would be preposterous to press the measure ; for it was almost impos. 


+ aible that corm could rise to 868. before the wext session, 


The Fart of MORLEY paid, that looking at the qnantity of corn in 
the country, he did not think it an impossible case that the porta might 
pot (as the law now stood) be opened before the next session. To evard 
againet the chance, however remote, of a circumstance, the evil effects of 
which woold be felt tor veare to come, he would not vote for the pre- 
sent bill, even though it might wet give general satisfaction.

Spain and Her American Colonics. 


. Te the Ediler of the Times,

A case of very considerable importasce to our Spanish South Ame. . 
rican trade hie just occurred ; one which I apprehend mast have the 
effect of arging on the aliention of miaisters,-even if there were not saf- 
ficieot motives without it, an immediate decision oo the question of recog- 
nisingthe independence of the Sooth American Governments. It bas 
been always notorious, that by the Spanish lew oll commercial intercesrse 
with the colonies ef that couatry was prohibited, and thatany weasel 
caught io the fact of such jaterrourse, was lieble te captare ar asndem. 
nation by any Spanish vessels of war, Equally noterions it is that, prac. 
tically, thislaw has not beew attempted to be inforeed by the Spanish 
pation ; and that our merchant vessels have traded with the Spanish ce. 
lonies, when loaded with tenveent merchandise, with as litte 
hension of iaterraption from the Spacish marine, asin trading with Bra. 
xil, A new case, however, has arisen. A Spanish privatees has made the 
experiment of cantaring & British ship, t#eding with Buenos Ayres, ea 
the groand of her being engeged ina trade interdicted by Spain; aud 
she has anceeeded in proenriag condemnation of the ship and carge. The 
Loan Contre woon, bound from Baenes Ayres to the Hevaneah, with 
a cargo ransisting wholly of hides, has been captured by the ish pric 
vaterr La Paxcuutsa, carried into Porto Rico, and there by 
sentence of condemnation, dated at Aquadillo, ia Porto Rice, the 29d of 
Decemberlast. The -roands of condemnation set ferth in this document 
are,“ that the captain of the prise hath sailed ea the seas ef South 
America, without especial leave and permicsion of our Goverament ;”— 
that *' his intentions were only to carry contrakand goeds, and to lead the 
vessel with Buenos Ayres hides, and by that meaas to censtroct a com. 
mercial intescouree in and with these countries and places which are our 
enemies” — that “ he hath carried on an illiegal and illicit trade,” &e. &e 
Now it ls perfeetly tree, that by the Spanish lew, hie condemnation ie 
avalid ene, and that everv ship coming, withont license from the King 
of Spain, from any Spanish colony, loadet with its produce, is by the 
same rale a geod and lawful prize toa Spanish captor; bet whether, 
interested as this coantry isin the trede with that quarter, our Govern. 
ment will permit ench a state of things te continne, is another qcestion, 
Bo lone as Spain had the power to maintain her authority over her trans. 
marine pessersions, we had no right to complain of any regulations by 
which she might govern them; bet now that she has loct that aerthe- 
tity, without even professing te have the means of attempting to regain 
it—now that other Qovernments< are established there exercising all their 
nataral fanetions, is England, by delaving te recegnize the existence of 
such governments, te rontione te afford te Spain the means efinier- 
ranting aed deatrovieg our trade? And for what purpose? There bes 
surely been time enough teshew a reasonable delicacy and courtesy to. 
wards Old Spain. Are we, ia retarn for oar civility, tebave ene ship after 
another captured; for we may be quite sure that the experiment having 
been tried by one private will soon be followed by others? It was sappes. 
edthat the passingan act of Parliament for ad ritting the Sonth American 
flags inte onr ports wonld remove ell difficulty in the way ef commercial 
intereourse, bat itne wav touches the difficulty we have been discussing : 
and wliv should we do the thing by balvesiathis hesitating manner ? 
Hae an® attempt been made toimpngn either the facts or the dortring 
contained in that able state paper of the government of the United States, 
setting forth the grownde on which it adopted fally and entirely the 
menere of recognition? And if thieneither has been nor can be done, 
why should we not show oerselwes at beast as wise, as predent, and as 
just, ac the people of a country ins tracted by oerselves in the art of 
governing ?

The Criminal besioess of the Court co. amenced this day, 
whea William Price was pet to the bar to take bis trial for the 
wilfal marder of Serjeant Jas. Thompson, late of the Heneorable 
Comp.ay's Earopean Regiment: ihe Prisdacr pleading Not Gailty 
the Jery were sworn. The case was opened by Mr. Money, as 
Hoe’ble Company's standing Coansel : he informed the Gentlemen 
of the Jary that the Priseacr at the bar, on whom they were to pre- 
poance their verdict, stood aceused of Marder ; the circumstances 
of the case were few and simple: ihe deceased had died of a wound 
inflicted ia bis left breast, and that the weand was joflicted by the 
Prisever there was aet a doubt of, as be had himself confessed It. 
The oely circometances for them to consider and to judge from 
were, @hether the Priseece bed met with any provocetion, and 
eves ander all sech considerations, be feared that they would 
fied themecives obliged to condema him, thoagh he trosted 
and he (elf aseured that the Prisoner would have the recommen- 
datiens of a mercial Jury. , 

The circumstancesof the case were these : Thompson (ihe 
deecased) was travelling with bis wile aod chiidres, the forther 
with bis cidest son on horseback, bis wife aad the younger child- 
ree jo a beckery, the Prisearr aod & cook boy belonging to the 
dcoensed walking in the rear ; the Prisoner kicked a goat beiong- 
ing to the deccased. which was tied te the hinder part of the 
haekery, Serjeant Toompsen desired him te desist, apea which 
Price without any further provecation teok his musket aed shot 
the deceased through the le(t breast and leage, which baased hie 
death. A fee abusive words might have passed between the 
parties, but these were surely not sefficient pica for one mea 
te take the life of amether. The loarncd Counsel concladed by 
observing that he had but very few witnesses io call, and that 
their evidence would be fewnd to be clear and concise ; be was 
sorry for @, as be feared that the Prisoner would be coavicted ; 
but it washbis daty te lay the case before the Jury, and be 
feared it would be theirs to God a serdict agetast him. 


The Gret evidence, Many Taonreon, widow of the de- 
ceased, stated that ber late husband belonged to the Hoooreble 
Compasy’s Barepesn Regiment, that oo the i4th of November 
last when marching from Ghascepere to Nagpore, ber husband 
and eldest bey were riding oo tattoos by the side of a beckery 
which contained their baggage, and on which herself and younger 
children were mownted aiso, e Cook boy of theirs troaghtap the 
rear; the Priseaer came ep with them a little before daylight 
(could aot say the heer) and walked in the rear of the hackery, 
there wasa kid tied w the beckery, Price kicked this kid, ber 
hesbaad bade him desist aod fo to bis guard, the Prisoner drew 
his bayonet, aed made « stab at the deceased, who having gloves 
on, seimed the bayonet sad wreached it out of Price's band, the 
Prisoner then fell ia the rear (does not hao the man personally) 
and came ap agaie with them about fifteen micates alierwards, 
calliag out “is that you Thompson!” deceased answered “ Yes 
this is me Thompses.” N sthing more was thea sa d bet immedi- 
ately after she heard the report of a picee, aod saw her hasband 
fail, her boy st the same time callieg out “My facher is marder- 
ed,*— Her busband bad sever got off his herse, but rede by her side 
all the while tll be fell, she saw him, there was a lantern in the 
front of the hackery, decessed bad a cherect ia his mouth 
Oo the discharge of the maske( ber soa ran away, deceased (ell 
close by the hackery wot above one er two yards distent, she 
slighted and went to him, fooed him lying on bis back, bleody 
and quite dead, there was bleed all over bie chest, did not ex- 
amine the woend. Archer aod Barnes, two Privates la the Rifle 
Company, came up « few miveics afier, Price remained ia the 
reed and was taken inte custeds by these men; ber son, whe had 
geee te leek for a Doeter, did not retera for some time; witness 
é)4 net see the Doctor. saw the bedy of ber basbaad ia ibe Hes 
pital efierwards, the Doctor saw it there alse. 


Cress examined by Mr. Tuaton, (bo has lately joined the Cai- 
eulta Bar), as Counsel for the Prscecr. 
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Never saw Price antil he was brought te ber by Archer and 
Baracs; the kid was tied io the rear of the backers; Price da 
kick it, witness did not see this, but heard what was passing. Price 
was two or three yards in the rear of the deceased at the time he 
kicked the kid. Deceased desired him sot to ill eve that animal, 
ae ic did not belong to him, upon which Price made ase of some 
injerices words, (which witness did not wish to repeat) aod 
witheut any farther provocation dreew his bayonet, ran over to 
and made a thrust at the deceased, upon which he wrested the 
bayonet oat of the Prisoner's hand and advised him to be quiet. 


Upon being close questioned by the learned Counsel, wit- 
ness ackaewledged that she did not see these transactions, as she 
was vawell and lying dowa ia the hackery at the time, but was 
afterwards teld so by her son; the learved Geatloman thea desired 
ber to state nothing but what she hed seen. 


In contiovation of ber cross examination she stated that ber 
basband bed sever got off his hover, and that she had kept sight 
of bim riding close along-side the backery autil be fell from the 
wound he reeeived. 


Q. Yousays it was quite dark ; how did you kaow thet your 

at mover qeitied the side of the hackery, er go: off his 
se? 

A. Because I could see him by the light of the leotera in 
the front of the backory. 

Q. But you say you were lying dews, bow thea could 
you see him ! 

A. Yea, Tcould see the peak of bis cap, the borse’s head, 
and the chereot be had in bis month, 

Q. Did you sce your husbead wrest the bayonet oat of 
the Prisoner's baad 

A. No! 

Q. Hew then did rou know of the transaction! 

A. Beoause he told me of it, aad showed me the bayonet, 


Q. Do you mean to sny thet your busband did sot 
drop ia the rear ln wresting the beyonet from the bands of the 
Prisoner at tha ber? 

A. Ne be did not, for 1 saw the horse's bead all the while. 

Sir Paancis Macnsonrew bere observed, that the horse's 
bead might retaia lis position notwithstanding the rider had quit- 
ted the saddle, 

Questions by the Prisoner's Counsel.—Did wot you hear your 
busband say © Price, if you kick that goat again I will kick your” 


A. Na, 

Q. You beard Price eal! your husband « damaed puppy? 

A. Yea, my basband then desired him to go away, Price 
replied “1 will set go till E please, Lam guard over your bae- 
hery.” Deeoased answered “ I do not want you,” Hereupon Price 
fell im the rear. 

Q. How long efter was |i before you saw bim again f 


A. Aboot 14 07 16 minetes alter, be reterced, and then 
be killed my besband,. The Prisonor confessed that he was the 
man who murdered my basbaad, Witness did wot think that 
deceased wes more powerfal thao Price. Prive had we friend 
with bim that she kuow of, her hesband had beea 17 years in that 
Regiment eed « Serjeant for the least 11 years, she did remem- 
ber hic baving been broke once, thoagh aot for hie violence te a 
Private of the 71h Regiment; thought it was for havieg taken 
a drop too mach drink, wes not addicted te driak, poor man, 
could not afford it. Oa alightiog from ithe backery sfier 
her husbaod had been ahot, sew the Prisoner's bayonet lying 
close beside bim on the road. 


Questioned by Mr. Money.—-Her basband was not ia liquer, 
had noi tasted any thing that morning. Price told her he wae 
the map that bad kilied Thompson ; oo witness asking him why 
he had done se, the prisoner replied “ I did it for fun.” 


Questioned by Sir FP. Macnaghien.— Barnesend Archer were 
close to ber sad musi have beard the Prisoner 0 erie, Wit- 
ness had beem examined by Mr.’ Melville, tho Mogistrate at Ghe- 
seepore; did wot thes say that the Prisower aad deceased bad 
falica in the reas of ibe backery. 
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Questioned by Mr. Turton.—Q. Did you not on your form- 
er deposition say, that you lost sight of your bosband and the 
Prisower, by the hacker y going on whilst they were struggling 
for the bayonet. : 

A. No, I ssid Liost sight of my busband when he was 
shot. 

Q. Did you not at any former period say that you lost 
sight of them before the shot was fred? 

A. No, Lsaid thatwhen I went to bim afier he fell, be 
was four or Ove yords in the rear of the backery. 

Q. How long after Price calied your husband a damned 
PUPpy wae it, that the shot was fred, 

A. About « quarter of an hour, 

The second witness called was— 

Patnick Thompson, « lad of thirteen years of age. 

Sir, F. Macwaonren baving satisfied himself and the 
Jory that the wiiness was acquainted with the natere of oa oath 
aad the consequences attencant on perjary, 

Patnick THOMPSON Was sworn, 


Bramined by Mr. Money.— Witness was son to the deceas- 
ed, was with him ai the time of his death, on the morning of the 
M4th of November last, on the Regiment leaving Ghazeepore, 
bis mother aud younger brothers and sisters were travelling ina 
hackers, which also contained their baggege, bis father (the de- 
ceased) and, bimself on two email ponies, were riding close 
alongside the hackery on the left side; witness knew the priso- 
ber some time belore the death of his father, about a year be- 
fore, saw Price on the morning of bis father’s death, this was on 
the right hand side ofthe Burying Ground on the road; when 
ihe Prisoner came ap with them, the witness and deceased were 
both riding beside the hackery about a yard assender. Price 
followed in the rear of the backery, thie was at about 56 o'clock 
in the morning. Price kicked a goat that was tied io the rear of 
the hackery, deceased desired him to ge away and not kick the 
animal, it was not histo kick; the morning was very dark, he 
knew it was Price who kicked the goat, on being told to go away 
Price abased the deceased, and made a stab at him with his 
+ayonet, the bayonet was not fixed on the musquet, the pri- 
soner held it in his band, his father went a little inthe rear at 
the time he wrested the bayouet from the prisoner, about 3 or 4 
yards, witness went ia the rear also, continued near his father. 
Oa the Prisoner's making « stab at the deceased, the latter was 
not more than three moments wrenching the bayonet out of bis 
hand; deceased contineed on his Poney, as aleo the witness, 
after having taken the bayonet fiom him, Price dropt ia the rear 
‘and witoees with his father again resamed their stations slong- 
side the hackery, witness can not tell how far Price went ia 
the rear, did not look efter him. Price retorned in about 10 
minates after ;—on approaching he asked, “ Is that Thompson '” 
Price at that time was at the Wistance of about seven yards on 
witness's left hand. Witness's father replied “ Ves it is.” 
Price then eaid “I am here for you.” and immediately shot 

the deccased, Witness could see the Prisoner at the time, saw 
{him raise bie musket to his shoulder; the Prisoner was so 
near thet witness cen swear to hie being the person whe killed 
bie faiber, saw him poiat bis mesket at the deceased. Imme 
diately on the discharge of the picee, bis father dropped dead off 
hie horse, Witness dismounted, looked at the bedy from a dis- 
tance, aud ran away, as he was advised to do by the Cook boy. 

Cross examined by Mr. Terton.—The morning was dark, bat 
witness could see farther than two yards. Price did not come 
up to the deceased, the latter had gone in the rear to bim ; there 
wasn no provocation given by witness's father, deceased wrenched 
the bayonet out of Price's hand by force, witness was close to 
them, cannot say what became of the prisoner when he dropt in 
the rear. Witness does not know of Price baving bad any 
friend with him, does notknow of any previous quarrel between 
the deceased aad the prisoner. 


Quesioned by Sir F. Macnaghien.— The prisoner had bis maske 
in his left bend and bis bayonet ia hie right at the same time he 
made the stab at the deceased, cannot positively say what 
time clapsed between the streggle they had for the bayonet aad 
the Oring of the pieoe, by gecss about 12 or 14 minutes. 
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Micueat Baanea, the next witness calied, said he was a Pri- 
vate Soldier in the Henorable Company's Beropean Regiment, 
believes Price was in the same, never saw him before the morning 
of the 14th November, whea the marder was committed, did not 
belong to the same Company ; on the morning of the 14th Novem- 
ber last, when the Regiment was on their march from Ghazee. 
pore to Nagpore, while it was yet dark, he saw the flash, and 
heard the report of a picee ; shortly after he heard a child's 
voice calling cut “ Sepoy ;” he then ran to the place where he 
saw the flash. and Archer, a Private in the same Company, went 
with him ; when they got to the spot, they found deceased lying 
dead on the ground, and the Prisoner with bis musket ia his bead 
a short distance from him, there was no bayourt fixed on the 
musket, he also saw a backery there; when witness and Archer 

reached the ground, Price told them he was the man whe had 
done the deed, and that he was willing to suffer for it. 

Sir PF. Macnacuten.—Did you ask the Prisoner any qees- 
tions te produce this speech ? 

A. No, he said so as we came up to him. 

Mr. Money's Evamination resumed.— Witness took the Priso- 
ner’s mosquet from him, the pan end barrel wero still wet with 
powder as if the picce had been recently fred. Witness did 
not examine the body of the deceased, left Archer seniry over 
the corps, while he marched the Prisoner to the rear guard and 
delivered bim over te the Serjeant. 

Crees examined by Mr. Turton. —Never saw the prisoner be- 
fore that morniog, when day dawned be perceived an appearance 
of horror in bis countenance, and that he spoke ia a sebbing man- 
ner; witness knew Thompson, he wae rather bigger than Priee, 
deceased was not of a rash disposition. 

Questioned by Sir FP. Macnaghten.—U was rather a dark 
morning, could net pereieve any person at a great distance ; the 
Prisoner said something eboat having been ill used, svidho 
would do the same te any man who used him ia the manner that 
he hed been osed. n 

Q. Did the Prisoner appoar angry’ 

A. He was pale and had a0 appearance ef horror ia his 
eountenaper, 

Q. Whee you were examined at Ghazcepore, did not you 
say that the Prisoner was in a great passion when you first found 
bim? 

A. Tean not say he was in « passion, be had a look of bor- 
ror about him. 

Q. Did you see any blood about him? 

A. Yes lL aaw some blood on the frog of his belt. 

Q. On your oath, did yoo ordid you not, en being ex- 
amined by the Magistrate at Ghascepore, say that the Prisoner 
was io &@ great passion. 

A. Imight bave said so, bat it is s0 long ago, I do not 
exactly recollect. 

Q. Did net you put your mark to the evidence you gave 
at Ghascepore. 

A. Yes, Idid. 

Q. Did you hear any conversation betwcen Mrs. Thomp- 
son and the Prisoner * ' 

A. Lonly heard Mrs. Thompson say, “ that is the man 
vho killed my husband.” ‘ 

JvoeeRnnavTn was then put ie the box, said be was a Cook ia 
the service of Serjeant Thompson on the morning of his « eath, 
and followed bis master's Hackery en the mareb. 


Mr. Moxey bere observed that be bad caly pet thie wit- 
ness up to give bis friend on the other side an opportunity of 
asking any question be might think favourable to ihe cause of 
his chent. . 

Mr. Turton replied be had no wish that the witness should 
be put up. or iadéed any other. ’ 

Mr. Mowey thea proceeded in the examiaation— W itacss 
saw the body of the deceased after the deed bad bees committed, 
it was all bloody—witness was shout cight paces distant when 
his master was killed,the Prisower might have been abou: 4 paces 
from the deceased when he fired his plece—witness did not 
know the prisoner before the dey of the murder, be Gid net be- 


long to the same company as bis master. 
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Cresscramines Wr. Turten.—Witnees did not see the 
prisoner antilil alter the shot had beea fred—had abseated him- 


. self from the party for a nectasery perpese. 


Question by Sir F. Muenaughien,— Witness did pot leave 
the barracks at the same time the hackery did, had net got all 
his cocking atensile ‘ready in time, as seenas he had get 
them all collected, he fellawed, overtook the hackery on #bich 
he placed hie load. again -eabscated bimeelf, and was reterning 
jast at the moment the masket was Ored. 

Question by Mr. Tuirton.— Did you wever say there had been 
a scaffle between the Prisoner and the Deooased. t 

A. Neo, aever. : 

Georce Bottrox, Captain in tho Company's Beropean Re- 
ciment, the wext witness, deposed, that Serjeant Thompson and 
the Prisoner hed both belonged to that Regiment, Price had been 
in it about two years nnd a bell.) * © 

OC) 0st examined by Mr. Turton.— Price was & very good man, 
of an execticnt disposition, mild temper, and generally beloved 
in the Regiment. Thompson was, be believed rather violent, 
witness coeld wet speak as te facie, as deceased did not belong 
to bis Company, but be had beard so, , 

Mr. Mowry ther observed, that though there was another 
witness in Coart, Sergeon Lestic, who had examined the woand 
of the deceased, be thought bis evidence was qaite superfluous, 
and be would therefore not detain the Jary any booger, by putting 
up this witness. 

Mr. Tontow replied, he wished he should be pat ap. 

The Awvocsare Gewenat ebjected, he was net oblig- 
ed, he said, to put ap any witness to prove his nse, but such as 
he pleased; in this insigace the case bad beeo fully proved, and 
he did not see why auy farther evidence should be called fer, 
the learned geatieman concluded by saying be would object to it. 

Mr. Tuatow replied, that it was his wish Dr. Leslie 
should be pat up, and that he mast sebject bis request to the Court, 

The Apvocate Ganenat was of opinion that the Court had 
no business to interfere with respect to what witecases Counsel 
should choose to call. as long as the caso wes proved; the learn- 
ed Counsel added, the witness ia question should not be called. 

Mr. Turton observed that the witoess’s name was marked 
on the back of the bill, and consequently he had a right to call 
him, 

Tue ApvocateGenenat replied, the Grand Jury had thought 
it annecessary to examine the witness, and he thought it equally 
80,—it was qaite contrary to the mode of proceeding in this Court. 

Mr. Turton said there was yet another witness, bose name 
was mentiooed en the bill, that bad not been called, be aliuded to 
Areber—be woeld bow to the seporior kaowlodge of the Advo- 
cate General with respect to the mode of proceeding in the Courts 
of Law of Caleetia, bet edded that it was the custom of the 
Courts ia Bagtand to call all witnesses masked on ibe bill of io- 
dictment, at least it was so when be left it. © 

Tue Hovnovasece Cares Justice ebeerved he always made 
it a practice to call all witoesses named on the bi’. 

Tue Aovocate Geweaat and Mr. Feacuesonw then explain. 
ed that ia thie country such a mode might be attended with the 
most serices and |: jurious consequences, and very much against 
the cause of Justice. 

Tue Avvocare Gevenat concluded by saying that as Dr. 
Lestic was in Coart he would ao leager object to bis being pat up. 

Dr. Leste was thes eslied, whe deposed that be bed seen 
the body of the deceased on the epet where and shortly efter 
he wes killed, the wound was occasioned by a musket shot ebick 
eaused the death of the deorased. 

Flere again some slight comtrovery arose between the leara- 
ed gentiemes, whether the remaining witsessés should be pat 
up or not, to whieh the Advocate General nally seceded. 

Jawes Ancien was thee pat ep eed examined by Mr. Tua- 
vox. Witness was @ Private im the Rifle Corps, aecer krew 
Price belore the morning of the 14th of November jasi, oo eb.ab 
Thempeon was killed, only knew him by seght. 

Capraws Beovirow recalied—questionsd by Mr. Tearvor, 
saw Price on ike marning of the 14th November, bis nese w.s 
shattered sad ali bleods, apparcally irom @ mest vielen blew. 


. Friday, January 10, 1823. 
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* Question by Mr. Meney.—Saw tho prisoner half an hoor 
after the perpetration of the erime—this wae a little after five 
—the prisoner at that time seemed much agitated. 

Here clesed the case, the following Defence was then read: 


DEFENCE * © 


On the 13th of November 1822, when tho Serjeant came 
from the Orderly Room, between the hours ef eight ead nine 


' o'clock at night, te warn the Company te march the ensuing 


morniag at four e’clock: the morning Bugle to sowad at three 
o'clock —as soon as I heard hint explain the words I went to my 
comrade, and told him we had better pack up the whole of oar 
things to be in readiness, so that we might have nothing of the 
kind to de vext morning, as the Bugle was to be sounded 80 early 
which we tdid—afterwards I went to my cot, with an inteation to 
asleep, but I found I coald not, on account of the noise whiok 
was ia the Barrack Room—TI Knew aot which way te pass the 
night eoti! I met with three or four of my comrades, and we 
proposed having a bottle of liquor, (as we could not rest) to 
pass the night away—which we did very comfortably antil the 
first Bugle soanded in the morning, Alior the frat Bagie sounded, 
T assisted Corporal Byans tu packing ap his bedding —by the time 
we had done that, and dressed oerselves, the assombly soauded — 
I went eut aod fell in with the rest of the Company—whos ibe 
Company had formed, the Orderly Serjonat said he wanted mee 
to go with the baggage, and ordered me to fall out for one —agree- 
able to bis order I fell to the roar of the Company.—tI stood 
there a few minutes, when [ was acized with a griping ia 
the bewels, and found cocasion to go to the p—y, which 
was oo the road to the parade ground—as weal on such 
Oceasions I told some of my comrades that stood with me 
in rear of the Company, where Iwas going, and that I would 
meet: them atthe Parade Ground—not being in the habit of 
marching in this Country, I thought the Regiment would form 
oa the same ground they asually did —when I came out of the 
p—~y. TI made the best of my way to the Parade Ground, and on 
my road frequently looked back, expecting the Company after 
me every moment —T walked @p and down the Parade Ground, for 
about Ave minetes, as near as T can guces, @hoa Iwas strut 
with the sound of a Baud aad Drums—the morning being dark sa 
that Tcoald not soe, I thought it must have been the Regiment 
on the march, [ thea listened to know which way the sound came — 
I thought it came from aear the Charch—1I then ran ae fast as 
I could in that direction, thinking if it was the Regiment, to over- 
take them on my rond—I saw a hackery in the front of me, 
with a fightin the inside, and some one riding by the wide of it on 
horseback —I called oat to know if it was some of our baggage, 
the anewer I received was, “ Yes” —the same voice asked if that 
was Price of the Poarth Company —I answered —yes, aud asked 
who was that spesking tome, The answer 1 received was —it ie 
Serjeant Thompson —! then came up with the hackery, and told 
him in what manner I bad lost the Regiment and baggage, nod 
asked him if he knew which way the Regiment was gees. The 
sosewer he made was, “ Yoo foo!, can’t your hear the Baad and 
Drome,” T then asked hia, if all the baggage wes gone, when bo 
started; he made aeneweor, that “ there was some ia the front and 
some ia the rear.” I then told him I was onthe baggage geard 
ead did not know whether to look in the froot or rear for the 
beggege belonging to the Company. He then said you fool can’t 
you stop where you are, for there is pleaty with the baggage te 
take care of it, Tthen said that I mest go end look for my 
baggage, or otherwise I may getin trouble sbevt it when FE get 
inte Comp. —He thea said, you might as well stop, as there is 
be person with my baggece bat myself, aed if you get iate any 
trouble, whea you get io, I will anewer for it and will sey you 
were with me. We then conversed together on the road very 
sotiably, sotil somethieg trod on my fect, which startied me, I 
kicked beck af if, wot kedwiog what |t wes (the morning being 
dark) sad something cried oat like « geet —Serjeest Thomeon 
teraed bis bead rouad a4 he sat epon bie berse with bie back 
towards me, and seid, Price Ul you tiek thet goat ageia | wilt 
kiek you—J, thigking be was only juking, a6 we bad becuse very 
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sociable together, made answer, that I did not think him able to 
kick me—I was joking also, as I thought he was, and not 
thinking he bad the least inclination or thought of doing such 
@ thing, but searce was the words out of my mouth, when be 
terned his borse’s bead toward me, and exclaimed, Am I not, 
by J—s,” end keocked me down—as be made the blow be 
jumped from his herse and stuck his koee in the pit of my 

spomach—I sree’ to get away from him but in vaie, on 
a ccouat of his saperior strength; he then best me about the 
head and face, with his fists—I strack off several blows, as 
well as L eould, as I lay onthe grouad—my breath was nearly 
exhausted in straggling a8 MH were between life and death— 
trying to get away from him, bet to no parpose, so that I really 
theaght it was his determination tostrangle me—-te protect my 
own life, I put my hand round to seize my bayonet, which was 
in the scabbard, (he was still upon the top of me.) I seized my 
bayonet by the socket, aad made « snatch to pall it oat, He 
ebserved me, and caught hold of it at the same fime, which 
caused a straggic between us, who should have it, which was 
very easily taken from my hand, on account of my being ex, 
hausied, bat io the struggle his knee shifted from the pit of my 
stomach and rested on my breast bone, which gave my breath 
vent, and by the time he had given me a severe blow upon the 
nose with the socket of the bayonet, Thad jast breath enongh to 
say— Lord have merey on me, don’t marder me, Thonison.” The 
reply from him was—* Yes, you English & -——, I would murder 
you as soon asf would a worm”—I thea pat my hands ap. asl 
lay upon my back, and said a second time —* Lord have mercy ap- 
on me, do not murder me ;”—I thea heard a voice exclaim--“ Come 
along Father, and let him alone”—TI could not see any person on 
account of the darkecas of the merning, but I suspected it to bave 
been his son —as soon ap I heard the voice exclaim —“ Come glong 
Father, and let him alone”, Thomson teld me to cross my fagers, 
and swear that I would cot make mention of what had happened 
on the road when I came ivio the Camp Groend, whieh I did 


as I feund my life was ia his hands —afier I had done that, as he 
rose up off me, he made a blow at my bead with the socket of the 
bayonet. I being aware of the blow, put up my left hand and 
caught it ia the palm of the same, aad I actaally believe it would 
have been my death blow, had I received it oo the head, bat as 
he made the blow he said, ** Take that you Baglish b ——., and take 


care who you insult on the road again.” When I felt the weight 
of his body off me I jamped ap, and at the same time scized 
wy Grelock by the left hand, which when he saw he mounted his 
horse and trotted off. I took the fireleck and fired it off ta the 
direction he took when be rode off from me, and what with tha 
report of the piece and the exasperated state I was in, I did 
mot leave the spot, or soarcely knew where I was, natil two 
men came uap—what I said to them I do not know—I 
was so much confused, Bat after some time heiog in the 
meio guard I recovered myself a little. The same day et dinner 
time, as the Corporal came with my dinner he asked me what 
had swelled my nese, | made answer that it was a blow I reeeciv- 
ed from Serjeaot Thomason with the socket of bayonet, and my 
Lord Judge and Geatiomen of the Jory, I hope you will seriously 
take into consideration the ill-treatment which E received, Tam 
not the only person that has received ill asage from Serjeant 
Thomeon, for oa our artival at Baxar, a man formerly belonging 
‘to the European Regiment came on board of the boat and en- 
quired for Serjeant Smith; he wasinformed the man was ont, and 
desired to sit down, which be did, and fell inte conversation 
with some of the men of the escort party (whose names shall be 
inserted hereafter), he told them that I was not the frst man 
whom Serjeant Thomsen had ill used: for, said be, I myself was 
ill used by him ia the open Barrack Room, for which Serjeant 
Thomson was reduced. I remarked to James Mulleyan whe was 
Sentry over me, and desired him to take notice of the discourse 
of the following people who were in conversation with the man 
whe told the story: —Michael Hand, Deanis Desmond, Thomas 
Parrall, of his Majesty's 67th Regiment, My Lord Jadge and 
Geatiemes of the Jury, will 1 hope take my Defence inte con 

sideration, ae I have no witness; and te thiek in what etate of 
mind they would have been bad they been ili used ia the man- 
ner I was. 
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Mr, Tunton then called the Adjutant of the Regiment, 


Captain Cantton, who decigred that the prisoner at the bar 
was a good, quiet, peaseable character, The evidence for and 
agaiast the he ae) eae 
addressed the Jury to the following effect : 


The Gentlemen of the Jery baving now beard all the witnceses 
produced, it would have been more satisfactory if more evidewce 
had been brought forward with respect to the man’s condect af- 
ter the perpetration of the deed, ia that respect hie Lordship 
thought there was a great chasm ia the evidence. The evidence 
of the two principal witnesses. (the wile and eldest son of the 
decensed) was ceriainly such aste create ihe strongest suspici- 
oo that the Prisoner was geilty of delibesate murder, At 
the same time it was a remarkable fact that the women bed 
been particalariy sealous te give # more striking colour to 


the whole of her evidence, so as to coevey to our minds the 


bratality of Price ja killing the deceased, she bad said that ov 
questioning him as to his reasons for commiting 80 cvormeus aod 
barbarous an act, be eeplied that he had done it for fae. It 
was aciually impensible, his Lerdship comtiowcd, that aay 
hamen being conld he guilty of such an expression unless be 
was indeed Jost to all feeling, and that, from the character givea of 
of the Prisoner by bis Officers, wasbardly to be believed ; io this 
instance it was to be apprehended that Mrs, Thompson had 
net given correct evidenes. This alee is corroborated by the wit- 
ness Barnes, who, as this woman declares, was present, and mast 
bave heard it if any such conversation took piace, but Barnes 
says that no question whatever was put to the Priseoer by ber, 
not indeed was any qeestion at all put to bim—his Lordship 
should feel unbappy te cast any refiection on any persos of went 
of feeling, bat really people ought to take care Bot te siaic any 
thing mere than was aotually strict evidemee, it was bis daty to 
state to the gentlemen of the Jary thet part of her evidence was 
palpably wrong; however, when it was considered that she was 
called wpon a8 a witness against the murderer of ber hus- 
baed, it might be in some degree pardenabie, not withstanding 
as her evidence bad in one instence been feand to exceed the 
bounds of trath, it would be an injustice to the Prisoner act te 
receive the rest af ber testimony with distrust, The learned 
Judge would not affect to say that it was not the Prisooer at the 
bar who hed discharged his gua at the deceased, be would not 
endeavour to cxeulpate him, bet M became a maticr of eonsidera- 
tiow with the Jury whether the Prisoner was guilty of murder or 
manslaughter ; in this consideration the mos material circumstance 
was the time that elapsed bei ween the provocation aad the shooting 
of the deceased, for though they might vet have come te a dowa- 
right quarrel, it was reasonable to seppese that Price received 
some provocation; this then was the question fer the geatiemea 
ef the Jury to consider wbheiber er not they weald admit ibe siate- 
ment of time dlapsed by Mra. Thompson and her sen, as strict 
evidence or not, if they did, and by theie evideare the interval 
of time was 10 or 12 minates, it was Bo longer mansianghier — 
if the prisoner bed bat barely time to load hia masket his passion 
had time to cool and he was guilty of merder Hew Mrs. Thomp- 
soa shoald have Known so much, and yet so little is on other ques- 
tron to be considered; the boy who seems impressed with all these 
notions repulsive of falsehood, is a good witoces, whose evidence 
they should not scraple to admit; the boy states that his father did 
go seme yards in the rear of the hackery to disarm Priee, Mra, 
Thompson on the contrary said that she mever fost sight of ber 
husband from along side her; this is an evident contradiction, 
and one statement or the other mest be false, and they 
ought to sereple in admining the seme as te time, His 
Lordship theeght the character the prisoner bears coaght 
to have their Gull consideration, Mrs. Thompeoe and her boy 
had not gives any satisfamery aceount as to the time elapsed 
the cook was absent, besides the Prisoner's Dofense deserved some 
cousideration, which in every respect tailed with whathe offered 
ia Defeace at Ghaseepore. Accther ercomstaves sheald put 
them much on theis guard, which was oa Price's secoust that 
Thompson was off his horee ; that the deceased bad Iaid violent 
haads co him, and that be bad called out fer God's sake, dont
